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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, applicant argues that not all claim 
limitations have been met because Florin fails to disclose "a niche hub having listings of television programs related to a category and at 
lease one other feature related to the category and the niche hub that is customized for the particular user, where the at least one other 
feature is selected by the particular user to be included in the niche hub" (applicant's remarks, page 2, first paragraph). 

In response, examiner notes that the primary reference, Alten, discloses the niche hubs, television program listings within the niche hubs, 
and the "at lease one other feature" within the niche hubs. The only deficiencies of Alten then, is customization of the niche hub for the 
user, wherein the user customizes the niche hub by selecting the at least one other feature to be included it the niche hub. Thus, in 
response to applicant's arguments against the against the Florin reference individually, it must be noted that one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 ); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The only deficiency left to 
be remedied by the Florin reference is user customization of the "niche hubs which include at least one other feature" that are taught by 
Alten. Florin teaches said customization in the cited section (col. 20, lines 2-24), wherein users are provided with the ability to actively 
customize categories of content listings. 

Second, applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine the Alten and Florin references (applicant's response, page 5). 
In response, the motivation provided in the office action, namely "the benefit of providing customized categories that contain items of 
particular interest to a certain user" for combining the Alten and Florin references, is a self evident motivation gleaned from the Florin 
reference, because a person having knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art would immediately recognize the 
desirability of incorporating the teachings of Florin into the Alten reference, as it falls well within the realm of general knowledge that it is 
both beneficial and desirable to allow users of program guides to customize the contents of the guide to their persona! likings or tastes.. 
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
